FOURTEEN 
BODIES 
FOUND 


The explosion at Bas Obispo of a 
twenty'-five-ton dynamite blast yas the 
most serious accident in 
connection 
with the building of the Panama canal 
since the United States took control. 


The dead now total fourteen. 
That 
many bodies have been recovered, but 
it is believed that a score or more are 
still under the masses or rocks and 
earth that were thrown up. The death 
list would have been appalling had a 
train, conveying 500 laborers, passed 
a few minutes later. Thi« train steam- 
ed through the cut and was barely out 
of view whon the explosion occurred. 


For a distance of 800 feet in length 
and 400 fopt in width the Bas Obispo 
cut presents a graphic picture of the 
terrible effects of the explosion. 
The 
whole hillside had been 
devastated, 
the dynamite rending the earth 
in 
twain and tossing huge boulders in all 
directions. A ninety-ton steam shovel 
lies a complete wreck, crushed under 
the weight of falling rocks. Every one 
of the crew was killed. All the tracks 
In this section were torn to pieces and 
are now covered with tons of debris^ 


Hundreds of men are on the scene 
working heroically to find the bodies 
of their dead comrades. 
Many evi- 
dences are come across of the terrible 
force of the blast, as here and there 
pieces of human flesh and bone are 
turned over with pick or shovel. 


The charge consisted 
of 
fifty-one 
holes, sixty feet deep, and spread out 
over a large section of territory. The 
last hole was being charged by John 
J. Reidy, an experienced powderman, 
when it exploded. 
The others were 
exploded by the concussion. 
Reidy 
was blown to pieces.

Although the seizure of the Allx 
was plainly discernible from Puerto 
Cabello, the forts there did not fire

"I inclose herewith a letter from 
the secretary of war transmitting a 
report of the investigation made by 
Mr. Herbert J. Browne, employed by 
the department 
lu conjunction with 
Captain W. O. Baldwin to Investigate 
as far as possible what happened at 
Brownsville on the 13th and 14th of 
August, 1903. Tho report and 
docu- 
ments contain 
some 
information of 
great value and some statements that 
are obviously worthless, but I submit 
them in their entirety. 


"This report enables us to flx with 
tolerable definiteness at least some of 
tho criminals who took the lead In the 
murderous shooting of private citizens 
at Brownsville. It establishes clearly 
the fact that the colored soldiers did 
the shooting; but upon this point fur- 
ther record was unnecessary, as the 
fact that the colored soldiers did tho 
shooting has already been established 
beyond all possibility of doubt. 
The 
investigation has not gone far enough 
to enable us to determine all the facts, 
and we will proceed with it; but it has 
gone far enough to determine 
with 
sufficient accuracy 
certain 
facts of 
enough Importance to make It advis- 
able that I place the report before you. 


No Question of Their Guilt. 


"It appears that almost all tho mem- 
bers of Company B must have been 
actively concerned 
In the 
shooting, 
either to the extent of being partici- 
pants or to the extent of virtually en- 
couraging 
those 
who 
were 
partici- 
pants. As to Companies C and D, there 
can he no question that 
practically 
every man in them must have had 
knowledge that the shooting was don^ 
by some of the soldiers of B Troop, 
and possibly by one or two othDrs in 
one of tho other troops. 


"This concealment was Itself a grave 
offense, which was greatly a^ígravated 
by their testifying before the senate 
committee that they wore Ignorant of 
what they must have known. Neverthe- 
less, it Is to be said in partial exten- 
uation that they wore probably cowed 
by threats, made by the more desper- 
ate of the men who had actually been 
engaged in the shooting, as to what 
would happen to any man who failed 
to protect tho wrongdoers. Moreover, 
there arc 
circumstances 
tending 
to 
show that these misguided men were 
encouraged by outsiders to persist in 
their course of concealment and denial. 


Would Reinstate 
Men. 


'T feel, therefore, that the guilt of 
tho men who, after tho event, thus 
shielded the perpetrators of the wrong 
by refusing to tell the truth 
about 
them, thoup\ 
' ns, was in part due 
to the 
1 :. 
, and improper attitude 
of others, and that some measure of 
allowance should bo made for the mis- 
conduct, In other words, I believe we 
can afford to reinstate any of these 
men who now truthfully tell what has 
happened, give all tlie aid they can to 
fix the responsibility upon those who 
are really guilty, and show that they 
themselves had no guilty knowledge 
beforehand and were in no way impli- 
cated in the affair, save by having 
knowledge of it afterwards and falling 
and refusing to divulge it. 


"Under the circumstances, and In 
view of the length of time they have 
been rut of the service, and their loss 
of the benefit that would have accrued 
to them by continuous long-time ser- 
vico, we can afford to treat the men 
who 
meet 
the 
requiroments 
given 
above as having been sufficiently pun- 
ished 
by 
the 
consequences 
they 
brought upon theiuselves when they 
rendered necessary the exercise of tho 
disciplinary power. 


' i recommend that a law be passed 
allowing the secretary of war, wUhln 
a fixed period of time, say a year, to 
reinstate any of these soldiers whom 
he, after careful examination, finds to 
have been innocent and whom he finds 
to have done all in his power to help 
bring to justice the guilty. if

was due to the search for suitable 
earth for the 
manufacture of stit- 


petTr;. 
The anxiety to find saltpetre 


earth was due to the embargo bill 
passed by Congress 
in 
iSC'7, which 


forbade American vessels to sell 
for 


Europe and foreign vessels to land 
cargoes in America. 


The Americans needed 
gunpowder, 


and to make it they required salt- 
petre- They had been getting it from 
Spain and Italy, but the embargo bill 
stcp?«d that, and there was no Amer- 
ican supply of the substance, A roT- 
ing chemist, named Samuel Brown, 
had shown how saltpetre, or potas- 
sium nitrate, could be obtained from 
cave earth. And so the quest 
for 


caves was begun, and assiduously con- 
tinued. 


When 
the 
Mammoth 
Cave was 


found, every port of the great cavern 
was searched for cave earth. From 
pit, by-ways and avenues slaves car- 
ried out 
the heavy loads of 
petre 


earth. 
Many thousands cf tons were 


treated, and the 
ri:do chemistry of 


day produced something like 1CO.COO 
pounds of snltpetre within two years. 
—Kansas City Journal. 


One of the most startling sights 


of cruelty, apparently wanton, that 
will meet one in a country walk is 
the spectacle of a thorn-tree with its 
spines adorned by a varied arrange- 
ment of beetles, 
bumble-bees, un- 


fledged birds, and 
uafurred baby 


mice. 
These miserable little speci- j 


mess are impaled on the thorns, and 
the Srst thought of the beholder who 
has not been initiated into the mean- 
ing of this cruel mystery is that they 
must have been pinned there by some 
villain boy in the simple lust of cru- 
elty which is so singular a character- 
istic of the human being in that stage 
of its existence. 
Did~not Plato (so 


long ago as that!) say of boy that he 
. was ths most savage of all beasts? 
There is no doubt that the average 
boy is a savage, and there are boys 
whom just such a deed as this which 
the thorn-trea exhibits would espe- 
cially deligit. 
We may hope that 


they are in a minority. In any case, 
we have in this instance to hold boy 
guiltless of the offence. This thorn- 
tree is thus adorned with its insect 
sacrifices in no waaion spirit, but in 
obedience to the instinct which im- 
pels certain birds of the shrike species 
to fix their prey on thorns for greater 
ease of carving. The bird that has 
thus hung up its joints on the thorn- 
tree, as on the hooks of a larder, is 
in all probability the 
red-backed 


shrike, called with much propriety 
the butcher-bird ("Lanius excubi- 
tor"). 
It has other relatives with 


lik^a tendencies, but in this country 
of Great Britain it is far more likely 
that the impalement of the insects 
is the work of the red-backed shrike 
than of any other species. The plum- 
age of both sexes is handsome, and 
that of the male is conspicuously 
beautiful. The red back, from which 
he takes his name, is of a rich chest- 
nut color, which is occasionally given 
by nature to the human hair, more 
often is imitated basely by art. 
There j 


is a dark and handsome line ever his j 
eye; his head and under-parts are | 
of a pearly gray that warms to a 
pinkish hue on the breast, and about 
his tail and wing coverts above there 
is an arrangement of black and white 
that is most effective. 
Altogether, 


he is a gay and dashing butcher, and 
his wife faithfully reproduces 
his 


hues on a more sober scale. 


It is not at all likely that you will 


be allowed to wait i^ng in the neigh- 
borhood of his lan.<-r without being 
fully informed of his presence. 
Ke 


is no seeker of concealment, and the 
first intimation of his presence that 
you are likely to receive will be in 
the form of energetic expostulation 
at your own presence so near his din- 
ner. 
He scolds as if he suspected 


you of designs to steal it. The term 
"scold" expresses his note better 
than any other. It is harsh and an- 
gry. 
His movements are quick and 


dashing, his carriage is proud and 
insolent. 
He looks the part of the 


successful perpetrator of iniquities. 
Yet he is a good husband and father. 
He makes a nest, agreeably to his 
character, of a large, careless, yet 
practical kind, in just such another 
of these thorn bushes, very likely, as 
he takes for his larder. He is most 
attentive *.o his young family, teach- 
ing them from the very first his own 
insectivorous ways, and when he has 
reared them to such a size and vigor 
that they can follow him and his wife 
about the world he always leads them 
away for some distance from the 
scene of their nursery, and you may 
see him and the mother-bird any- 
where outside a half-mile radius or 
so from their nesting place, catching 
insects and giving them to the young 
birds. This habit of departing from 
the immediate neighborhood of the 
nursery, with all the family, as soon 
as the youngsters are grown to such 
a strength as to be able to make the 
move, is one which the butchers seem 
to have in common with many other 
kinds. One does not know the motive 
—whether the birds have more or 
less exhausted the available food sup- 
ply in that particular place, whether 
they think that a little change of air 
would be good for them and for the 
family, or whether they are simply 
bored, as would seem quite natural, 
with being in one place too long. At 
all events, it is a very common habit 
with birds, as soon as their young 
ones can quit the nest, to decamp i 
and take up their quarters at some 
little distance from it. 


No one, so far as I am aware, has 


been able to give a very certain ac-! 
count of the motive which leads the • 
shrikes to adopt this plan of fixing i 
their food on thorns. One may make j 
speculations. 
For 
instance, 
the j 


shrike is half a hawk: that is to say, i 
that, feeding on food of very much : 
the same character as some kinds of | 
hawks, such as the krestel, he has a 
beak with just a iittle of the hawk's 
hook at the tip, and ha£ claws not 
nearly so powerful and prehensile. 
What a hawk, as a rule, does when j 
he has caught his prey is to hold it j 
firmly down with his strong talons j 
while he rends it to pieces with his j 
strong and sharp-hooked beak. 
The j 


shrike has not as powerful a beak, 1 
size for size, as the hawk, and has j 
not nearly as powerful talons. 
It j 


may be that he would find himself i 
at a loss to rend his prey into the j 
pieces convenient for^the swallowing ! 
by himself and by his young family j 
if he were to try the hawk's plan of • 
holding down with the foot and tear-! 
ing with the beak. 
It may be that 


his inherited Instinct shows him just 
as usefully as the human reason can 
show a man. and much more unerr- 
ingly, that if he fixes his food on a I 
thorn and holds oa to a branch with ! 
both feet he has a much more power- j 
ful fulcrum for its rending. 
It rnay j 


also be that experience has shown ! 


or his forebears thr-.t for some 


cause, which he is not likely to here 
troubled to analyze, a baby mouse or 
small bird is not nearly as touga and 
difficult to tear (may be it is also 
more flavorsome) after it has been 
hanging up for a day or two in a hot 
sun. On the other hand, it may be 
tuat the shrike sticks his foocJ on 
the thorns just because it is the most 
convenient way of storing it for fu- 
ture use, when he has caught more 
than he wants for the moment—and 
in this connection it may be noticed 
that it is the common experience of 
every human insect-hunter that the 
insects are far more numerously ia 
evidence on one day than another, 
so that the wise shrike would always 
do well, when a good day comes, to 
work hard in it and provide for the 
"rainy day." 


The shrike, with his larder of luck- 


less impaled little creatures, stands 
almost as a type of the terrlSe cruel- 
ties of nature . It is quite impossible 
to contemplate them for any length 
of tirae, so as to arrive at a clear 
realization of thea, without being 
rather terrified and appalled. It is 
all such a hideous carnage. One be- 
gins with the feline atrocities, from 
the king of beasts to the pussy cat 
torturing i:s mouse. 
The birds of 


prey are as merciless. All the de- 
lightful songsters which we bless for 
their good riddance of insect plagues 
from our gardens, are no less killers 
to their trade. 
Fishes and insects 


are equally carnivorous. 
Many of 


us have laughed before at that lurid 
entry among Shakespeare's only too 
few stage instructions, "Enter, three 
murderers;" as if murder were not 
only, as De Quincey has it, among 
the fine arts, but also were a liberal 
profession. 
But when we draw up 


the curtain and ring the bell for the 
commencement of nature's dramas, 
the first stage direction seems to be 
"Enter, 
innumerable 
murderers;" 


and they all sat to to ply their trade 
without ceasing 
until their 
last 


breath, which they probably draw ia 
the clutches of a bigger murderer 
than themselves. And yet the strange 
thing about it all—the thing which 
we are bound to realize, unless we 
are to lose all faith in the goodness 
of the Creator of it—is that there 
is no cruelty in it at all. 
Both, those 


that murder and those which suffer 
murdering seem to enjoy their life 
with a passionate zest not given to 
man, just because it is a wholly un- 
conscious zest and because they have 
not the human imagination which 
would make man's life, in their case, 
a misery by reason of his constant ap-> 
prehension of the murderer seizing 
him. 
Their concern with life is to 


live it, not to foresee, fearfully, its 
probably sudden and violent end. 
And perhaps the suddenness and vio- 
lence of the end may be the happiest 
fate of all: and murder, the crown- 
ing mercy.—Westminster Gazette.

A Kare Hybrid. 


The Hon. Water Rothschild has 


just presented to the British Museum 
of Natural History a unique example 
of a cross between the Alpine ibex 
and an Italian domesticated goat- 
The animal, s. male, presents the pro- 
fuse beard and shaggy coat of the 
ibex, combined with the peculiar 
•white marks above the eves and nos- 
trils characteristic of domesticated 
goats. The horns are also goatiike, 
since they lack the knobs so conspic- 
uous in the horns of iber. 


The Alpine ibex, it may be re- 


marked, is now extinct in the Swiss 
Alps and Tyrol, but survives, thanks 
to the protection of the King of Italy, 
on the Piedrnoiitese side of ths Monte 
jL-cosa. 
Hybrids between the Italian 


goat s.nd the ibex of the same region 
would, it might be supposed, be met 
with at least occasionally. Neverthe- 
less such crosses appear not to take 
place save on very rare occasions.— 
Westminster Gazette. 


Riding to Get Most SpeecL 


Why does a man seated near ths 


neck of a horse travel faster than one 
seated near his tail? 
For it has 


been proved within recent years in 
very striking fashion that he does. 
But why? 


The reason is very simple, and yet 


when little Tod Sloan, the jockey, 
came forward with practical proof 
nobody seemed to be able to explain 
it. A horse to move forward at all 
must thrust at the earth and the 
chief force of this forward thrust 
comes from iiis hind legs. 
If the 


chief weight is just over or close to 
the thrusting power naturally it di- 
minishes its efficiency; instead of 
thrusting the horse forward a por- 
tion of ft is wasted in lifting' the 
weight of the jockey at every stride. 
—Strand Magazine. 


The Topographic Compass. 


A new and very simple form of 


this instrument, invented by Alphonse 
Berget, is to be carried by Dr. Char- 
cot on bis Antartie expedition. 
It 


comprises a-small compass card, and 
above it a little copper box, contain- 
ing a mirror perforated with a peep- 
hole, the observer, looking through 
the peep-hole, sees at the same time 
an image of the compass card.

"Did you ever hoar the story of the 
ghostly bell?" 
Mr. AubcrUii began, 
glaticlng around at the expectant ring 
of faces. 
*'No? Well, the thing hap- 
pened back iu the early 
tho year 
I came here, and it crcatid stif tnough 
and caused cold chills galore to chase 
each other up and down a hnlf-score of 
•backs, until—but wait a minute, I am 
anticipating my sequel» spoiling the 
efTect of my yarn before I have well be- 
guu It 


"Those were troubuious hreaseosd 
'Those were troublesome times, back 
In that dark pea-iod of our city's life, 
and we wore In the throes of the strug- 
gle against tlie miserable carpet-bag 
government. 
Do^vn there in the sher- 
iff's oillce we had enough guns slacked, 
all ready loaded, to furnish a regiment, 
and each of ua carried a big revolver, 
too. 


'This is a strange old building; it 
always has been, and if you stiind in 
any part of it in the still watches of 
tho nifiQit, you're bound to hear funny 
noises, those uncanny sounds 
that 
make you think of ghosts and hobgob- 
lins. 
It's the same today, with these 
noises. 
What causes them? 
Ah, I 
wish I knew; maybe it's the rats, or it 
might be the passing of the breezes 
under the wornout eaves; who 
can 
tell? 


"Alt the time of which I speak we 
would sit of a night down in tho oillce, 
which open© on St. Anthony's alley, 
listen to the soimds all over the ramb- 
ling old building and wonder wliat they 
were. Did we think they were ghosts? 
Yes, some of us did. but as for myself, 
I never was scai^y of things that stray 
from beyond the grave, and maybe it 
was because I did not believe 
that 
the dead could come back, and, as 
Shakespeare puts it in Macbeth's so- 
liloquy rather 
Inclined to the view 
that phantoms were but 'false creations 
proceeding from tho 
heat-oppressed 
brain.' 


"You might ask me here if anybody 
had ever eeen the lawyer's ghost, the 
widow's spectre, or the phantoms of 
tho sla\"es. and my reply to such a 
question would be that I do not know. 
They used to taJk about them a whole 
lot, and If my memory serves me 
right, I think one old follow did say 
that he had heard the widow crying 
through the niglit, but a clerk who was 
present reminded him that on 
the 
morning following the supposed ghost- 
ly disturbance a litter of abandoned 
puppies, moaning and jnelping for their 
mother, had been found in St. An- 
thony's Alley, just alongside the Court 
building. 


"One cold night in late November a 
knot of us sat down in the oillce, form- 
ing a half-circle around the iron grate, 
In Avhlch snapped and roared a cheer- 
ful fire. We weren't in the best of 
spirits, for there were rumors of a 
threatened descent upon the building 
by some of the carpet-baggei-s, and at 
tho clatter of every slate torn by the 
wind from the cathedral's roof, to be 
Bhattered on the alley's pavement, or 
tho rumble and grind of some behUed 
cart over the stones 
of 
Chartres 
street, wo started fi'oni our chairs and 
half reached toward our muskets, all 
ready loaded, stacked in a corner. 


''It was an unusnally cold night for 
November, and gusty, too. 
The wind

tling, and with evei-y heavy gust tho 
burden of sound the gale boro was like 
tho howl of a band of weird -witches 
riding through space in search of the 
ingi^edients of some baleful charm. 


"Along about eleven o'clock tho con- 
versation had flagged, and most of us

them. We could almoet hear eivch oth- 
er's hearts beat In the gravellk© silence 
only disturbed by the clock's ticUing 
and the fire spluttering', and, as the 
sound upstairs continued to weight 
tho night with suggestions of the hoi'- 
rlble, the feeling of fear lugged sick- 
eningly at each heart.

"We sait motionless for a few sec- 
onds, and then with clear distinctness 
came a silvery tinkling, such a sound 
as could only be made by a small boll. 
The sound was unmistakably upstairs, 
and the cause of tho weird effect, what- 
ever it was, was moving backward and 
forward, sometimes slowly and again 
swiftly, 


"Tho bell tlnliled In the corridor, and 
then tho sound slowly lessened, and 
it died away, we thought, right in this 
very room. 'What can it be?' we asked 
each other, and the shivering deputy 
repealed that it couldn't be anything 
else thaai tlie widow's ghost, 
'I heard 
her gman,' he insisted, and I with

The. stairs end right at 
tho main door of the sheriff's ofUce, 
as you all know, and where we stood 
spellbound we could almost count the 
quick silvery boats of the bell. 


''The tinkling reached the little land- 
ing between tho two floors, and then, 
after a Blighl pause, came steadily on 
down the stairs. We felt rather than 
heard the sound; it seemed to penue- 
ate every sense and banish the louder 
disturbance made by the gale from our 
ears. 
'Merciful Powers, it's 
comin 
here.' 
cried tho timid deputy, who 
had claimed to have heard the widow's 
ghosft crying, 'What will he do?' And 
as the man spoke, he rushed madly to- 
ward tlie St. Anthony alley entrance 
and began to unbar the heavy door. 


" 'Don't open that door,' commanded 
the man in charge; *you luiow our or- 
ders to keep things tight; come back 
here, you fool, and face it with us!' 
The poor fellow staggered back to the 
group at the Are and as limp as a rag 
iSill into his chair and sat 
there 
in the a^vful fear that had taken him. 


"But meantime the

er corridor, at tho foot of the stairs, 
and, to our

I -had recovered my nerve 
somewhat, and, infected by the ardor 
of the chief. I volunteered for the ap-

others 
kept their places. 
Provided with a 
lantern, which I carried in one hand, 
while I used the other for my pistol, 
wc sallied forth Into the gloom of the 
lower corridor like two modern 
St. 
Georges going out to slay the dragon. 


"We ascendod the 
stairs 
slowly 
enough, and the faint'rays of the sput- 
tering lantern I carried throw quiver- 
ing and fitful shadows along the walls,

of the tomb. 


"At last wc reached the head of the 
stairs, and we started back and near- 
ly tumbled down the flight when the 
door facing the little gallery over the 
courtyard was suddenly thrust open 
and clanged against the wall with such 
force that the four panes of glass were 
shattered and went clattering to the 
floor. 
A rush of wind ajid rain came 
through the opening, drenching us and 
extinguishing our lantern, and as we 
struggled to close the door in the 
teeth of the gale we were nearly para- 
lyzed, for the tinkle, tinkle, tinkle of 
the ghost bell was audible to our ears, 
passing, it seemed, from the docket- 
room, this room where now we sit, 
Into the corridor.

.-.NATURE'S MURDERS.«. 


Discovery at Mammoth Cave. 


Every one has heard of 
the Mam- 
moth 
Cave' of 
Kentucky, but 
few 
probably are aware that its discovery 
was due to the 
search 
for 
suitable 
earth for the 
manufacture of 
st;It- 
petie. 
The anxiety to find saltpetre 
earth was due to 
tho 
embargo 
bill 
passed by Congress 
in 
1807, which 
forbade American vessels to sell 
for 
Europe and foreign vessels 
to 
land 
cargoes in America. 


The Americans needed 
gunpowder, 
and to make it 
they required 
salt- 
petre, 
They had been getting it from 
Spain and Italy, but the embargo bill 
stopped that, and there was no Amer- 
ican supply of the substance, 
A rov- 
ing chcmlst, named 
Samuel 
Brown, 
hud shown how saltpetre, or 
potas- 
sium nitrate, oould be obtained from 
cave earth. 
And so 
the 
quest 
for 
caves was begun, and assiduously con- 
tinued. 


When 
the 
Mammoth 
Cave 
was 
found, every port of the great cavern 
was searched for cave 
earth, 
li'rom 
pit, by-ways and avenues slaves car- 
ried out 
the heavy Joads of 
petre 
earth. 
I\Iapy thousands of tons were 
treated, and the 
rude 
chemistry of 
day product:d something like 100,000 
pounds of saltpetre within two years. 
—Kansas City Journal. 


One of tho most startling sights 
of cruelty, apparently wanton, that 
will meet one in a country walk is 
the spectacle of a thorn-tree with its 
spines adorned by a varied arrange- 
ment of beetles, 
bumble-bees, 
un- 
fiedged 
birds, and 
unfurred 
baby 
mice. 
These miserable little speci- 
mens are impaled on the tiiorns, and 
the first thought of the beholder who 
has not been initiated into the mean- 
ing of this cruel mystery is that they 
must have been pinned there by some 
villain boy In the simple lust of cru- 
elty which is so singular a character- 
istic of the human being in that stage 
of its existence. 
Did not Plato (so 
long ago as that!) say of boy that he 
was the most savage of all beasts? 
There is no doubt that the average 
boy is a savage, and there are boys 
whom just such a deed as" this which 
the thorn-tree exhibits would espe- 
cially delight. 
We may hope that 
they are in a minority. 
In any case, 
we have in this instance to hold boy 
guiltless af the offence. 
This thorn- 
tree is thus adorned with its insect 
sacrifices in no wanton spirit, but in 
obedience to the instinct which Im- 
pels certain birds of the shrike species 
to fix their prey on thorns for greater 
ease of carving. 
The bird that has 
thus hung up its joints on the thorn- 
tree, as on the hooks of a larder, is 
in 
all 
probability 
the 
red-backed 
shrike, called with much propriety 
the butcher-bird 
("Lanius 
excubi- 
tor"). 
It has other relatives with 
lili/D tendencies, but in this country 
of Great Britain it is far more likely 
that the Impalement of the insects 
is the work of the red-backed shrike 
than of any other species. 
The plum- 
age of both sexes is handsome, and 
that of the male is conspicuously 
beautiful. 
The red back, from which 
he takes his name, is of a rich chest- 
nut color, which is occasionally given 
by nature to the human hair, more 
often is imitated basely by art. 
There 
is a dark and handsome line over his 
eye; his head and under-parts are 
of a pearly gray that warms to a 
pinkish hue on the breast, and about 
his tail and wing coverts above there 
is an arrangement of black and white 
that is most effective. 
Altogether, 
he is a gay and dashing butcher, and 
his wife 
faithfully reproduces 
his 
hues on a more sober scale. 


It is not at all likely that you will 
be allowed to wait long in the neigh- 
borhood of his larder without being 
fully informed of his presence. 
He 
is no seeker of concealment, and the 
first intimation of his presence that 
you are likely to receive will be in 
the form of energetic expostulation 
at your own presence so near his din- 
ner. 
He scolds as if he suspected 
you of designs to steal it. 
The term 
"scold" 
expresses 
his 
note 
better 
than any other. 
It is harsh and an- 
gry. 
His movements are quick and 
dashing, his carriage is proud and 
insolent. 
He looks the part of the 
successful perpetrator of iniquities. 
Yet he is a good husband and father. 
He makes a nest, agreeably to his 
character, of a large, careless, yet 
practical kind, in just such another 
of these thorn bushes, very likely, as 
he takes for his larder. 
He is most 
attentive to his young family, teach- 
ing them from the very first his own 
insectivorous ways, and when he has 
reared them to such a size and vigor 
that they can follow him and his wife 
about the world he always leads them 
away for some distance from the 
scene of their nursery, and you may 
see him and the mother-bird 
any- 
where outside a half-mile radius or 
so from their nesting place, catching 
Insects and giving them to the young 
birds. 
This habit of departing from 
the immediate neighborhood of the 
nursery, with all the family, as soon 
as the youngsters are grown to such 
a strength as to be able to make the 
move, is one which the butchers seem 
to have in common with many other 
kinds. One does not know the motive 
—whether the birds have more or 
less exhausted the available food sup- 
ply in that particular place, whether 
they think that a little change of air 
would be good for them and for the 
family, or whether they are simply 
bored, as would seem quite natural, 
with being in one place too long. 
At 
all events, it is a very common habit 
with birds, as soon as their young 
ones can quit the nest, to decamp 
and take up their quarters at some 
little distance from it. 


No one, so far as I am aware, has 
been able to give a very certain ac- 
count of the motive which leads the 
shrikes to adopt this plan of 
fixing 
their food on thorns. 
One may make 
speculations. 
For 
instance, 
the 
shrike is half a hawk; that is to say, 
that, feeding on food of very much 
the same character as some kinds of 
hawks, such as the krestel, he has a 
beak with just a little of the hawk's 
hook at the tip, and ha^ claws not 
nearly go powerful and 
prehensile. 
What a hawk, as a rule, does when 
he has caught his prey is to hold It 
firmly 
down with his strong talons 
while he rends it to pieces with his 
strong and sharp-hooked beak. 
The 
shrike has not as powerful a beak, 
size for size, as the hawk, and has 
not nearly as powerful talons. 
It 
may be that he would find himself 
at a loss to rend his prey into the 
pieces convenient for^he swallowing 
by himself and by his young family 
if he were to try the hawk's plan of 
holding down with the foot and tear- 
ing with the beak. 
It may be that 
his inherited Instinct shows him just 
as usefully as the human reason can 
show a man, and much more unerr- 
ingly, that if he fixes his food on a 
thorn and holds on to a branch with 
broth feet he has a much more power- 
ful fulcrum for Its rending. 
It may 
also be that experience has shown 
Wm or his forebears thht for some 


cause, which he is not likely to have 
troubled to analyze, a baby mouse Or 
small bird is not nearly as tough and 
difilcult to tear (may be It Is also 
more 
fiavorsome) 
after it has been 
hanging up for a day or t\vo in a hot 
sun. 
On the other hand, It may be 
that the shrike sticks his food on 
the thorns just because it Is the' most 
convenient way of storing it for fu- 
ture use, when he has caught more 
than he wants for the moment—and 
in this connection it may be noticed 
that It Is the common experience of 
every human insect-hunter that the 
insects are far more numerously In 
evidence on one day than another, 
so that the wise shrike w^ould always 
do well, when a good day comes, to 
work hard in it and provide for the 
"rainy day." 


The shrike, with his larder of luck- 
less impaled little creatures, stands 
almost as a type of the terrific cruel- 
ties of nature . It Is quite impossible 
to contemplate them for any length 
of time, so as to arrive» at a clear 
realization of therfi, without 
being 
rather terrified and appalled. 
It Is 
all such a hideous carnage. 
One be- 
gins with the feline atrocities, from 
the king of beasts to the pussy cat 
torturing its mouse. 
The birds of 
prey are as merciless. 
All the de- 
lightful songsters which we bless for 
their good riddance of insect plagues 
from our gardens, are no less killers 
to their trade. 
Fishes and insects 
are equally carnivorous. 
Many of 
us have laughed before at that lurid 
entry among Shakespeare's only too 
few stage instructions. "Enter, three 
murderers;" as if murder were not 
only, as De Quincey has it, among 
the fine arts, but also were a liberal 
profession. 
But when we draw up 
the curtain and ring the bell for the 
commencement of nature's 
dramas, 
the first stage direction seems to be 
"Enter, 
innumerable 
murderers;" 
and they all set to to ply their trade 
without 
ceasing 
until 
their 
last 
breath, which they probably draw In 
the clutches of a bigger 
murderer 
than themselves. And yet the strange 
thing about It all—the thing which 
w^e are bound to realize, unless we 
are to lose all faith in the goodness 
of the Creator of it—is that there 
Is no cruelty in it at all. 
Both those 
that murder and those which suffer 
murdering seem to enjoy their life 
with a passionate zest not given to 
man, Just because it is a wholly un- 
conscious zest and because they have 
not the human imagination 
which 
would make man's life, in their case, 
a misery by reason of his constant ap-" 
prehension of the murderer seizing 
him. 
Their concern with life is to 
live It, not to foresee, fearfully, its 
probably 
sudden 
and 
violent 
end. 
And perhaps the suddenness and vio- 
lence of the end may be the happiest 
fate of all; and murder, the crown- 
ing mercy.—Westminster Gazette. 


A Kare Ilybrid. 


The Hon. Water Rothschild 
has 
just presented to the British Museum 
of Natural History a unique example 
of a cross between the Alpine ibex 
and an Italian 
domer^tlcated 
goat. 
The animal, a male, presents the pro- 
fuse beard and shaggy coat of the 
Ibex, 
combined 
with 
the 
peculiar 
white marks above the eyes and nos- 
trils characteristic of 
domesticated 
goats. 
The horns are also goatlike, 
since they lack the knobs so conspic- 
uous in the horns of iber. 


The Alpine ibex, it may be re- 
marked, is now extinct in the Swiss 
Alps and Tyrol, but survives, thanks 
to the protection of the King of Italy, 
on the Piedmontese side of the Monte 
xtosa. 
Hybrids between the Italian 
goat and the ibex of the same region 
would, it might be supposed, be met 
with at least occasionally. 
Neverthe- 
less such crosses appear not to take 
place save on very rare occasions.— 
Westminster Gazette. 


Riding to Get Most Speed, 


Why does a man seated near the 
neck of a horse travel faster than one 
seated near his tail? 
For it has 
been proved within recent years in 
very striking fashion that he does. 
But why? 


The reason Is very simple, and yet 
when little Tod Sloan, the Jockey, 
came forward with practical 
proof 
nobody seemed to be able to explniu 
it, 
A horse to move forward at all 
must thrust at the earth and 
the 
chief force of this forward 
thrust 
comes from his hind legs. 
Jf the 
chief weight is just over or close to 
the thrusting power naturally it di- 
minishes its efficiency; instead 
of 
thrusting the horse forward a por* 
tion of it is wasted in lifting the 
weight of the jockey at every stride.

The method is simple but ingen- 
ious. 
Thero are as many characters 
as words in the Chinese language, and 
the messages are sent 
in 
number 
cipher. 
When the numbers are re- 
ceived at the other end a 
double- 
ended type is used, with numbers at 
one end and characters at the 
re- 
verse. 
A message Is set up by the 
numbers and then printed from tho 
reverse end, which shows the char- 
acters.—London Globe.

Durban, advises that a company, with 
head ofllcos at Sandefjord, 
Norway, 
has recently been formed, with tho ob- 
ject of exploiting the whaling grounds 
adjacent to the South African coast, 
particularly that of Natal. 
The con- 
sul details the plans as follows: 


'There is to be a station of the- com- 
pany at Durban, where a plant for 
extracting oil and bone will be estab- 
lished. The method to be pursued will 
be the same that has been adopted 
with success in Norway, and tho men 
engaged In the work will be Norweg- 
ians who have had oxporienco in the 
industry. 
Briefly, the plan is to usu 
two small whaling stoamers 
which 
have been acquired jjy tho company, 
and, making Durban the baso of oper- 
ations, to scour the ( i a'Uwise waters, 
and as soon as a whah^ has been talc- 
en, to tow the body into the harbor, 
where the work of extraction will be 
done. 
By this m^^ans, it is said that a 
saving of lime Is effected and tho pro- 
cess of reduction is facilitated.

An editorial in tho Pittsburg Dispatch 
urges that the proposed State Highway, 
if built, run through York, Gettyeburg 
and Chamhersburg, lollowingtheold road 
which of course would bo through New 
Oxford.

**It is interesting to note that while the 
Pennsylvania railroad's time tiibles state 
the distance from'Pittsburg to Philadel- 
phia over its main line at 353 miles the 
Philadelphia Record gives tho distance by 
tho old State road through Greensburg, 
Cliambersburg and York at 297. 
On this 
shorter route the foundation for a great 
State highway already exists. 
It is stated 
by good authority that the work of put- 
ting this highway into condition equal to 
those of Europe would mainly consist of 
surfacing up the roads themselves, and of 
repairing bridges that have undergone de- 
terioration. 
It would alfi® require eman- 
cipation of portions of the route from the 
toll houses.

at Gettysburg, Chambersburg, Ligonier 
and other points.

LONDON 
CLUBS. 


They Ar© Practically Social—the Old 


Ones, That 
Is, 


As everybody knows, our oldest clubs 
were developed out of the original cof- 
fee houses nearly two centuries ago, 
and the newer clubs, as they 
were 
formed from time to time, consisted 
in the first instance of many members 
expeidenced in the older, and so the 
good tradition was kept up. 
This ap- 
plies at least to the really social clubs, 
like White's or the Garrick. 
It does 
not apply in the same degree to the 
large, ceremonious, more stately clubs 
like the United University or the Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, where a member 
probably knows only a small propor- 
tion of his fellow members, or to an 
eminent political club like the- CarUon 
where a man is elected for services to 
his party, 
And it does not apply at 
all to those clubs Avhich are 
merely 
large proprietary concerns for conveni- 
ence, and which are generally and very 
rudely known as "pot houses"—I had 
better not give instances—where ad- 
mission is swift and easy and where 
the membership 
largely consists 
of 
very 
young 
men 
who have not had 
time tL p-et into a better institution. 
But a really social club even though 
new has the advantage of old exem- 
plars. 


Thus the Bachelors, a comparative- 
ly recent club, has a character very 
like that of While's which is one of the 
very oldest. The tone of the really so- 
cial club is that of an easy familiarity. 
A member going in for his luncheon 
or dinner drops naturally into a seat 
close to another member and starts a 
conversation. 
In the more ceremon- 
ious club, or in the "pot house/' if he 
has not arranged to meet some one or 
Invited a guest he probably eats soli- 
tary. 
In the latter sort men move 
in silence and isolation; in the former 
there is a general hum of "Hullo! how 
are you?" and "When did 
you 
get 
back?" and "Seen Tommy lately?" and 
so forth—and incidently it is difilcult 
to write your letters 
or read 
your 
newspapeis undisturbed. These are the 
real clubs, as the English society of a 
hundred years ago, which was like 
a great family party, understood them, 
and they are the hardest to imitate. 
The others may confer some assurance 
of position, like the Athenaeum, or 
confer nothing except more or 
less 
dubious comfort, like the—never mind, 
but ihay have not tho essendal qual- 
ity and can be imitated anywhere, more 
or less.—Town and Count y.

the sortie from Port Arthur provided the fir.st hint of the all 
big gun ship. 
It will therefore come as a surprise to many 
to know that the value of the all big gun ship had been rec- 
ognized prior to the outbreak of the war in the East, and 
that the type itself bad been evolved not from any informa- 
tiSS^UlAlirii 
furnished by Japan, nor in Groat Britain, but right here 


in America. 
The way it came about is an interesting bit 
of unwritten history. 


The idea of the type originated in target practice. 
Up to a few years ago 
there was practically no target practice in our navy. 
The result of this lack 
of practice showed at Santiago, where there was only about 2 percent of hits 
made by the American fleet. The Spanish fleet was 
destroyed, 
but 
while 
America was cheering in its millipns its navy defenders wore soberly think- 
ing of that very small percentage of hits. 
As a result tho navy went at tar- 
get practice in a serious and thorough way. 
Then for the first time was In- 
troduced tho practice of firing at long ranges. 
The discovetry was soon made 
that range finders are of little use—the gun itself had to be depended upon to 
get the range. 
The next important fact educed was that a variety of calibres 
brought much confusion, as in the fall of shots the markers Avere unable to 
distinguish one from the other. 
Here was another matter of essence. 
The 
bigger the gun the flatter the trajectory, and with two or more different cali- 
bres flring at the same time it was found to be impossible to distinguish be- 
tween them, and consequently impossible accurately to estimate the range. 


Then it began to dawn on the navy that the solution was a ship carrying 
big guns only, and as a result the plans of the United States ship Feasible 
and the United States ship Possible were drawn by Lieutenant Commander 
Homer C. Poundstoue, one of the progressive young oflicers of 
the navy. 
These plans were submitted to the general board and were approved by that 
body. 
Thus originated the type that so many nations are now so feverishly 
constructing. 
But it was not imtil Great Britain had launched her Dread- 
nought and Japan's Aki had gone ovesTboard that this country set about the 
building of the four Dreadnoughts which are now under construction.

The Treaty of Berlin, which 
was 
iniptured by the proclamation of Princo 
Ferdinand at Bulgaria's ancient capi- 
tal of Tirnovo, and which may be com- 
pletely rearranged by acongrcss of the 
powers, was the result of the inter- 
ference of those powers with 
the 
terms of the Russo-Txirkish agreement 
signed at San Stefano March 3, 1878, 
as the outcome of the Russo-Turkish 
war. 
On the invitation of Prince Bis- 
marck, Germany^s Impedal Chancellor, 
delegates to the interested powers met 
in Berlin in the following June and 
July, and considerably modified 
the 
Russo-Turkish agreement, as follows: 


The independence ol Roumauia, Ser- 
via, and Montenegro was recognized, 
while Eastern Roumelia received ad- 
ministrative autonomy and a Christian 
governor, but remained under the con- 
trol of Turkey. A gi-adual extension of 
the Greek frontier also (this wafe car- 
ried out in 1881) was promised 
the 
Athenian government, and Bosnia and 
Herzegovina were placed under 
the 
practical admlnisiLrative control 
of 
Austria-Hungary. 
Roumanih. returned 
to Russia the Bessarabian 
teiiritory 
taken from her by the treaty of Paris 
and received a quid pro quo in the 
shape of Dobrudia, and Turkey ceded 
to Russia Ardahan, Kars and Batum. 
Great Britain, whose interests were in 
the hands of Lords Beaconsfield and 
Salisbury, managed to establish her- 
self at Cyprus, thus assuming the vir- 
tual contirol of the Levantine waters. 
And finally the principality of Bulgaria 
was created and constituted an auton- 
omous and tributary state under the 
suzerainty of the Sultan with a Chris- 
tian government and atuatlonal militia. 
Its ruler was to be elected by the pop- 
ulation and confirmed by the sultan 
with the consent of the powers, but 
tho successful candidate for 
prince 
could be no member of any reigning 
houses identified with the great pow- 
ers, and he must reside permanently 
in the principality. 


The care that was taken by the Ber- 
lin congress oif 1878 to define the status 
of the n-ev; principality showed that 
the pov/ers fully recognized the role 
that Bulgaria was destined to play in 
the future history of the 
Balkans. 
Dominated first by Austria and then 
by Russia, the Bulgarian government 
has constantly stretched the 
Berlin 
mandate which gave the pti-incipality 
its existence until again and again an 
open ru'pture with Turkey has seemed 
inevitable. 


The princely title was made heredi- 
tary with the form of address "Royal 
Highness." 
The first prince was Alex- 
ander of Battenburg, who ruled from 
1879 until 1887. 
He is said to have 
stimulated 'the overthrow of the gov- 
ernment of Eastern Koumelia in 1885, 
which at once caused representatives 
of the powers to reassemble in Con- 
stantinople, with the result that the 
Porte retained only the two Mussul- 
man districts of Kirjali and Rupchus, 
while Bulgaria goc the rest. 
Next, 
Alexaaider made war on Servia, and 
would undoubtedly have absorbed that 
kingdom had he not been stopped by 
Austria, which, by the treaty of Buch- 
arest, re-established the status quo. 


Next Russia took a hand in the game 
and the Czar's secret agents- foment- 
ed a conspiracy. 
On the night of Aug. 
21, 1886, Alexander was secretly lured 
to Reni, 
in Russian territoiy, 
and 
there made to abdicate, 
A revolution 
headed by Stambuloff, then president 
of the parliament, overthrew the pro- 
visional government which 
obtained 
while Russna was trying 
to 
gather 
the powers together for a new 'con- 
gress, and Alexander returned, 
but 
practically a Russian- vassal. 
His un- 
fortunate pledges to Russia made him 
useless to the revolutionary party, and 
less than a month later, ho formally 
resigTied the government into 
the 
hands of a regency, presided over by 
Siambuloff. 


Parliament on July 7, 1887, 
elected 
Prince Ferdinand of Coburg, who ap- 
pointed Stambuloff as his prime minis- 
ter. Under these two the country made 
rapid progfi'ess, although 
conspiracies 
inspired by Russian agents continued 
to come to light, and in one of these 
Stambuloff met his death, 
It was not 
until twelve years ago that Russia de- 
cided to recognize Ferdinand as the 
reigning prince of Bulgaria, and 
on 
Feb. 14, 1890 his heir. Prince Boris, 
was received into the Orthodox Greek 
church. In 18L>3 Princo Ferdinand had 
married Marie Louise, 
tho 
eldest 
daughter of Duke Robert of Parma. 
She died in 1899, leaving besides Boris, 
who was then five years old, three chil- 
dren—Cyril, born in 1895; 
Eudoxie, 
born in 1898, and Nadejda, born one 
day before her death. 


Early in the present century Prince 
Ferdinand, whose mocner, by the way, 
was a daughter of Louis Philippe, King 
of the French, began a campaign 10 
raise the political standard of the Bal- 
kans by proposing a union of 
the 
states whose independence had been 
recognized or confirmed by the Berlin 
congress, 
These plans 
failing, 
he 
turned his attention to 
Alacedonia, 
which on accoufl't of its heterogeneous 
population offered a fine field for dis- 
cord. His secret but naturally not pro- 
claimed idea was to free I^Iacedonia 
Svom the much-advertioed 
Turkish 
yoke, and in the chaos which would en- 
soie make his own princiiiality inde- 
P^mdent of Turkey. 


\\'lth this aim in v^ew 
Bulgarian 
agents played oH the Greek inhabitants 
in Macedonia, against the TurlLS, and 
vice vei^a, the 
Turks 
against 
the 
J#ws, the Bulgars against the Greeks. 


etc. 
Every spring from 1901 to 1904, 
Bulgarian officers on leave of absence 
entered Macedonia and there led ex- ^ 
peditions against the Turkish author- 
ities. 
The situation thus became in- 
tolerable »for Turkey. 
At length the 
Porte appealed to the powers. 
Bul- 
garia promised to prevent ^'brigands 
and revolutionists'* from crossing the 
border; 
while an international 
gen- 
darmerie scheme was devised by the 
powers and executed wiUx more or less 
success by Turkey. 
For the last four 
years Bulgaria has devoted all her 
4j 
energies to increasing the strength and 
discipline of her army, principally un- 
der the direction of German ofiicera 
"on leave." 
.1 


The proclamation of the 
Turkish 
Constitution and the subsequent con- 
fusion In Turkish political and admin- 
istrative circles have given the Bul- 
garian government the 
long-awaited 
opportunity to be utilized through what 
is known as the Oriental Railway dis- 
pute. 
This railway, which foVms part 
of the scheme of the late Baron Hirsh 
to connect Central lîurope with the 
Levant, carried out on guarantees giv- 
en b y the sultan 
connects Sofia with 
Adrianople, 
and. at 
Kuleli-Burgas, 
separates Into two branches, one run- 
ning eastward to Constantinople and 
the other southward and then west- 
ward to Salonika. 
It is the property 
of the Turkish govcrnonent, but has 
been leased by a company whose head 
office is in Vienna and whose directors 
are three Germans and two Axistrians. 
The lease expires in 1958, and the prop- 
erty then reverts to Turkey. 


The recenit strike of the employes of 
the lino gave the government of Bul- 
garia au excuse for occupying the road 
as far aa Phillppopolls, in Eastern Rou- 
melia. 
This action the government of 
Constantinople resented, aaid 
note^ 
were exchanged between that city and^ 
Sofia. 
At first the Turkish 
goveim- 
ment sought to assume that the step 
taken by Bulgaria was solely in tjie 
Interests of the public, but after the 
strike had been ended In Turldsh ter- 
ritory proper, Bulgaria declined to re- 
move her troops from the Eastern Rou- 
mella part of the line, stating that her 
occupation of it was a consequence of 
the strike, which could only be settled 
between it and the company leasing 
the line.
